ITALIANS FOR THE SOUTH. 
The visit to Washington of Cc. A. 

Rossi, Italian emigration commissioner, 
has increased the interest in the move 
ment of Italian immigrants to the 
South. Mr. Rossi conferred with Com 
mnissioner-General Sargent and secured 
from him a number of letters to immi 
gration commissioners in the several 
States. The visit of Mr. 
the purpose of furthering the efforts o/ 
his government to secure the best pos 
sible opportianities for settlers leay ing 
Italy in the United States, efforts whic! 
look to a more general settlement «| 
Italians in country districts. Whilk 
the suggestion is made from Washing 
ton that these efforts may turn the tid 
of immigration to the Southern States, 
the following rather curious statement 
ealeulated to check that movement is 
made : 


Rossi is for 


Ever since the lynching of the 11 Italians 
in New Orleans there have been complaints 
to the Italian government, and it is the pur 
pose of Commissioner Rossi to investigate 
these complaints thoroughly. 

Whatever basis of truth there may be 
for that statement, it is a fact that sev 
eral thousand Italians have settled in 
the South, especially in Louisiana, since 
the occurrence at New Orleans, which 
relieved both the desirable Italians and 
everybody else free from the curse of 
the Mafia. The newcomers have found 
congenial homes and profitable occupa 
tion, especially in the country where 
they are supplanting the negro upon 
sugar plantations and in the cotton 
fields. They are aiso turning their at- 
tention to viniculture, which, indeed, is 
to be one of the main pursuits of a 
colony of them brought from New York 
to a settlement near Mobile, Ala. South- 
erners such as Mr. Le Roy Percy, quoted 
in a recent issue of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Record, who have had _ experi- 
ence with the Italians working along- 
side of negroes, are thoroughly satisfied, 
and look to the former to overcome 
largely the difficulties growing out of 
the increasing worthlessness of many 
of the latter, and of the natural ten- 
dency of many more to leave the cotton 
fields and other agricultural pursuits 
for labor in the expanding industries of 
the South. 

It would be well for officials of South- 
ern States charged with the duty of at- 
tracting settlers tou get in touch with 
Commissioner Rossi, to prepare them- 
selves to give all the information about
